UNSPEAKABLE TORTURE.

Tee In te Move, Lies Unheeded 
Under Tree for Two Days ahd 

Nighte—Heat, Cold, in- 
sects, Fever, Hunger Thirst 
His Portion.

Lying beneath the shade of 
a tree near the Cawston Ostrich Farm 
for two days and nights, while pedes- 
trians paid no heed to his calis, Bur- 
ton B. Jarvis, a victim of tubereulo- 
sis, was almost eaten alive by swarms 
of large red ants. 


Pneumonia, contracted from the ex- 


posure, combined with the ant poison, 
caused the man's death at the County 
Hospital shortly before daybreak yes- 


*. 

Jarvis was 16 years of age. His home 
is at No. 25 Chestnut street, Terre 
Haute, Ind. Two years ago he was 
taken ill with tuberculosis, and after 
fighting the disease, gave up his busi- 
ness in the East, bade his wife and 
child good-by, and came to the Coast 
to make a last stand against the white 
plague. After spending much time at 
health resorts, he came to Los. An- 
geles several days ago, and took apart- 
ments at the Cragburn Hotel, No. 418% 
Ruth avenue. 

Sunday, on the advice of a friend, 
he went for a pleasure trip. He left 
the car and was on his way to the

ing that the sickness would pass. 
fainted. When he recovered conscious- 
ness it was very dark. Through the 
long night and the dread chill that 
precedes dawn, Jarvis shivered, too 
weak to move, and feeling his lungs 
grow tight and sore. 

The cold of the morning changed to 
the heat of the day. From chilis Jar- 
vis went into a high fever. His feeble 
cries went unnoticed by estrians, 


i who thought the man intoxicated. 


Swarms of flies settled on him, and he 
was too weak to brush them off. Like 
a captive of the desert Indians staked 


pe- out to an ant * the weakened man 


‘was compelled t o undergo torture un- 
speakable while — insects nipped 
him on the face, hands, arms and 
until the blood came, and the lacerated 
flesh turned into bluish scores. 

Late in the afternoon boys found the 

man. He told them I. was hun- 
gry and instructed them to money 
from his pockets and fetch food — 
help. They returned with the food, but 
no help came. 

Day became night. and with the dark 
came the bitter chill again. Jarvis be- 
came unconscious. It was almost day 

when he recovered, his strength wan- 
ing. his life almost The heat and 
fever of another day, the 
of the ante and files, left the man a 
thing of horror, a creature almost 
mad with torture. The little boys fe- 
turned ith the afternoon, and finding 
him still there, sent in a second alarm. 
A woman of the neighborhood, notified 
the authorities at the County Hospital, 
and Jarvis was hurried to that insti- 
tution.

Many who at- 
tended the funeral at her home last 
Monday were sure that she had a will 
in Mr. Denis's keeping, but this is not 


true. 
Under the laws of California the only 
bequests that may be recognized are 
those made by will written entirely by 
the testator and signed by her, or a 
will prepared and signed by her and 
duly witnessed. That no such docu- 
ment exists there is itive assurance, 
he only possibility that any claim 
could be established would be by a let- 
ter written by her naming’ the bequest, 
and this ie regarded as a mere hazard.

WILL DEFEND STATE. 

As to the possibility of a remote 
relative that, too, seems to be hopeless, 
in the view of those informed.

But 
seven years is a long time, and there 
is a likelihood that in those years many 
will seek to establish relationship and 
gain the estate. 

The Public Administrator is prepared 
to defend the Stato against any spu- 
rious claim, and the claimant that 
would succeed will have to produce the 
most positive evidence.

Santa Monica Laundry Employee Meets 
Horrible Death—President of 
School Board Resigns. 
SANTA MONICA, Aug. 26.—The Bay 
Cities Laundry, South Second street, 
was the scene of an accident at 3 
o’clock this morning in which Carlton, 
the 17-year-old son of C. M. Bundy 
of Grant street, lost his life. The boy 
was employed to operate the centrif- 
ugal wringer, a device that revolves 
at a speed of about 1500 revolutions per 
minute.
